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HISTORY  OF  THE  WYSE  FAMILY  *1- 

John  Wrse  was  born  In  Fulton  County,  Ohio, 
Feb.  18,  1840.  Mien  a  young  man  he  came  west 
.  and  homesteaded  the  farm  one  half  mile  east  of 
Wa^land,  Ke  then  went  back  and  on  Dec.  24, 

1867,  was  married  to  Lydia  Sohanta  who  also 
waa  born  In  Fulton  County,  Ohio.  Oct. 13,  1846. 

They  left  all  their  relatives  and  friends 
in  Ohio  and  came  to  live  in  the  West.  This 
home  was  blessed  with  five  children:  William, 
her t ha,  Amanda,  and  Amos  and  Aaron,  the  twins. 
After  only  16  years  of  ma.rried  life  Father  took 
,  sick  and  on  Jan  25,  1883  was  called  to  his 
home  beyond,  leaving  Mother  with  five  children, 
the  youngest  being  the  twins  only  two  years  old 
and  the  oldest  eleven. 

A  brother  of  mother.  Uncle  C.  C.  Schantz 
was  then  hired  for  a  year  to  stay  with'hei4,  so 
3 he  could  keep  these  five  children  together. 

*  After  her  brother  left  she  was  then  alone  to 
care  and  provide  for  us.  Many  times  I  would 
see  Mother  weeping,  but  after  seven  years  of 
this  life  the  Lord  called  her  to  her  reward  on 
Jan.  14,  1890,  leaving  five  orphans,  the  two 
youngest  9,  and  the  oldest  18. 

Christian  C.  Wenger  was  then  appointed  guard¬ 
ian  and  an  older  lady,  Miss  Anna  Stauffer,  was 
hired  to  stay  with  us.  We  can  be  thankful  for 
that,  as  most  orphans  can  not  stay  together  as 
we  did.  Willie  was  old  enough  to  do  the  farm¬ 
ing  with  the  advice  of  the  guardian. 

And  so  a  few  years  rolled  on  until  July  19, 
1892,  I  (Bertha.)  was  married  beginning  the 
separation.  In  1894  our  guardian  said  Amos 
and  Aaron  were  old  enough  to  work  for  their 
board  and  clothes,  so  we  took  Amos  and  Willie 
took  Aaron  so  they  did  not  have  to  go  among 
strangers.  Annie  Stauffer  was  still  keeping 
house  for  Willie  and  Amanda  was  old  enough  to 
work  out  as  she  pleased.

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On  Feb.  20,  1896  Willie  was  married.,  so 
Amos  and  Aaron  were  then  hired  out  for  wages 
among  strangers.  April  6,  1898  Amanda  was, 
married.  Feb.  9,  1902,  Amos  was  married  and 
Jan.  14,  1903  Aaron  was  married;  so  then  the 
Wyse  family  was  10  in  number. 

In‘1904  we  had  our  first  Christmas  gather¬ 
ing  at  Fred  Klopf enstein* s,  our  family  then 
numbering  15.  Glenn  was  the  smallest,  (but 
now  he  is  the  largest  in  our  group.)  We  had 
with  us  then  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nof zinger  of  Ohio. 
At 'this  meeting  we  all  sat  at  the  table  and 
had  oyster  soup  besides  our  candies.  We  had 
:  no  Christmas  tree,  but  we  had  a  Santa  Claus 
to  entertain  us  a  while.  He  brought  all  the 
presents  in  a  market  basket.  The'  men  did  not 
get  presents  then. 

This  gathering  was  not  held  for  several 
years  until  1914.  We  gathered  again  at  the 
J.  G.  Roth  home.  Here  our  family  numbered  25 
We  had  with  us  then  Conrad  Britsch  of  Ohio. 
This  time  we  had  a  tree  and  also  a  Santa 
Claus.  From  then  on  this  happy  meeting  has 
been  held  every  year  at  different  homes,  but 
no  record  was  kept  for  6  years. 

1920 —  We  gathered  at  Fred  Klopfenstein* s 
and  again  we  had  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Nof- 
zinger  of  Ohio  with  us.  Sixteen  years  had 
passed  since  our  first  meeting.  At  this 
meeting  it  was  decided  not  to  have  any  more 
Santa  Clauses,  but  to  have  a  program  instead. 
This  would  teach  the  children  more  the  true 
value  of  Christmas.  The  group  was  27  in  num¬ 
ber. 

1921- -A  vote  was  taken  and  carried  that 
names  should  be  drawn  and  each  one  should  get 
a  small. present,  as  our  family  was  increasing 
through  marriage  and  of  the  next  generation. 
Glenn  Klopfenstein  was  the  first  of  the  3rd 
generation  to  be  married,  Jan.  1919.  Mina 
Roth,  May  1920,  and  John  S.  •  Wyse,  May  1921. 

Mo  record  was  kept  from  1922  to-  1934. 


In  1934  we  had  an  Increase  of  6  baby  boys. 
Wilfred  McCreedy,  Philip  Roth,  Loren  Glnger- 
ich,  Robert  Boshart,  Richard  Graber,  and  Don 
Boshart.  We  have  in  our  family  grandfathers, 
grandmothers,  preachers,  professors,  teachers, 
auctioneers,  salesmen,  electricians,  truckers,, 
undertaker’s  helpers,  farmers,  and  nurses. 

All  we  need  is  a  doctor  and  a  dentist.  We 
now  have  in  the  4th  generation  (1937)  four¬ 
teen  boys  and  thirteen  girls,  I  think  we 
will  have  a  doctor  and  a  dentist  in  this 

group.  - 

With  all  our  happy  meetings  we  have  had 
times  of  sorrow.  A  brother  and  a  sister  have 
been  called  to  their  home  beyond.  Brother 
William  on  Sept.  1,  1925,  and  sister  Lavina 

on  March  17,  1926.  * 

At  this  meeting  (1937)  we  are  64  in  num¬ 
ber.  All  but  19  are  here  to  enjoy  the  evening 

at  the  J.  G.  Roth  home.  ■  . 

1938—  We  gathered  at  Fred  Klopfenstein  s» 
For  several  years  some  talked  of  dlscontinu— 
Ing  this  gathering,  as  each  family  was  large  -• 
enough  to  have  a  Christmas  gathering  and  gift 
exchange,  of  their  own.  So  at  this  time  a 
vote  was  ts.ken.  (not  carried)  We  decided  + 
those  who  wanted  to  withdraw  In  exchanging,  -  ; 
names  for  gifts  were  welcome  to  do  so. 

1939—  We  met  at  Sion  Boshart  s  for  an  all 
day  basket  dinner,  for  this  time  we  had  John 
S.  Wyse  and  family  of  California,  and  the 

L.  -Graber  famil}7'  of  Goshen,  Indiana.  •  All  _ 
were  pr6sent  at  this  meeting  but  six,  which 
were  Arthur  Roth  and  family  and  Amos  and 

Maynard  Wyse.  ‘  ,  ..  ,  > -  . 

1940— r-The  meeting  was  at  Maynard  Wyse  s.  — 
No  reuort  of  how  many  were  present,  as  Mr. 

and  Mrs.  J.  G.  Roth  and  the  Melvin  Gingerioh  •• 
family  were  at  Goshen  to  spend  Christmas  with 
the  Graber s  and  the  Arthur  Roth  family »  _ 


1941 —  The  meeting  w^s  at  Clair  Boshart’s 
with  t’ro  loved  ones  missing,  as  God  called 
them  home  to  their  reward.  Amanda  Kloof en- 
stein  departed  this  life  December  20  and  John 
Junior  Wyse  on  May  3,  1941.  One  was  added, 
Kent  Klopfensteln. 

1942 —  Ye  g-thered  at  J.  G.  Roth’s  with 
only  35  present.  Three  were  added  to  the  fam¬ 
ily,  two  babies  and  one  in  marriage.  We  are 
now  74  in  number* 

1943—  re  met  at  Kermit  Klopfensteln1 s  in 
Washington.  Only  39  were  present  on  account 
of  sickness  and  gas  and  tire  shortages,  no 
one  from  a  distance  could  come.  Two  were 
added  this  year,  Linda  Kay  Wyse  and  Fred's 
second  wife,  Etena. 

1944 —  v.re  met  at  Aaron  Wyse’s  with  49  ore- 
sent  since  26  of  the  family  live  in  other 
states  and  Roy  Boshart  in  the  Navy.  Those  * 
from  a  distance  could  not  be  with" us.  This 
year  three  were  added  to  the  family  with 
Elaine  Graber  being  the  first  one  in  the  fifth 
generation. 

1945—  We  met  at  Maynard  Wyse’s.  The  roads 
were  one  glare  of  ice,  so  those  from  a  dis- 
tanoe  could  not  be  there,  although  we  had  the 
C.  L.  Graber  family  from  Goshen  with  us.  They 
gave  most  of  the  program,  with  music  and  songs. 
Fourty-one  ’.fere  present  and  a  very  exciting 
tine  was  had  when  the  lights  went  off  all 
over  town.  Again  three  were  added  by  birth. ‘ 

1945 — We  met  with  Anna  Wyse,  again  two 
were  added  to  our  family,  one  by  birth  and 
one  by  marriage.  We  are  now  83  in  number, 
living  in  seven  different  states.  At  this 
meeting  we  had  two  sets  of  twins  with  us. 

Amo 8  and  Aaron.  66,  Gene  and  Gerry  2.  Fifty 
six  were  present  at  this  meeting.  The  oldest 
being  75  and  the  youngest  6  months.  We  now 
have  35  grandchildren,  and  2  great  grandchild¬ 
ren  in  this  family.

Uncle  Amos  as  the  only  original. 

1950—  We  held  our  gathering  at  Ivan  Wyses 
but  it  was  Uncle  Amos’  turn.  We  added  three 
by  birth  and  two  by  marriage.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Melvin  Ginger! ch  and  Owen  and  Richard  Graber 
were  with  us  from  Goshen.  A  letter  was  read 
from  Chris  Graber  in  Germany.  51  were  present. 

1951—  We  did  not  have  a  Christmas  gathering 

but  got  togother  at  Olds  Legion  Hall  in  the 
summer,  Chris  Graber' s  were  here  and  showed 
pictures  of  Germany.  This  year  three  we^e 
added  by  birth.  There  are  102  living  at  pre¬
